the turnstiles at Earls Court, to prove once again that not even 
the television sct can rob the car of its implicit title of the 

most desirable of all consumer goods. Man is by instinct and tradition 

a wanderer, and means of transport have always held a special fascination 

for him. 

How much the ordinary visitor sees at the London Show is a matter 
for speculation. Not much, probably, beyond the glitter of metallic 
paints and the soft luxury of leather. It would be a pity, however, to 
remain unaware of the more interesting, if less obvious, manifestations 
of Earls Court. Presenting, as the great international shows do, the 

cars of many nations under one roof, the London Show is an excellent opportunity in which to 
study how far the cars of a nation reflect the national character, and how far the national character 
dictates a certain type of car. Most motorists will agree with the answer that they do so to a 
remarkable degree, in spite of the influence of export markets and their desires, but it is difficult 
to say where the reflection stops and the dictation begins 

Not that this is of any great importance, the interest lying in the faithfulness to the original. 
With British cars, this is surely considerable. They are workmanlike, unextravagant, and con- 
servative in appearance, and if a lot is demanded of them they rise to the occasion ; these are solid 
qualities to set beside the fantastic beauty of cars from Mediterranean countries and the rich 
gaucherie of brutally powered sedans from across the Atlantic. From one side or another invariably 
comes the accusation that the more striking visitors to the Show are “ ahead ” of British design. 
It is an allegation that needs more than superficial appearance to back it, and, indeed, it is doubtful 
if a precedence should ever be asserted without careful qualification 

An instance of this may make the point clear. Independent front suspension is popularly 
described as an advance on the older beam axle with half-elliptic springs. It is correctly so des- 
cribed from almost every aspect. Yet there is one point of view from which the adoption of in- 
dependent front suspension could be described as a retrograde step, and it is that of the tyre 
manufacturer, who spent time and money increasing the life of his tyres only to find that 
independent suspension had undone some of his good work. Thus from a single specialized 
viewpoint, even so acknow ledged a boon as i.f.s. may be legitimately described as a drawback. 

‘ British and proud of it ” is a slogan which has its detractors, but it is sound enough for the 
car manufacturer. The British character has given rise to the typically British car, and that car 
has found favour in many markets. The fact that it has no successful imitators provides a lesson 
in itself, for if the British manufacturer, over-impressed by other countries’ achievements, were to 
strive closely to imitate their products, it is almost certain that the result would be failure. In 
that case those who now buy British because the British car appeals for its own sake would tend to 
turn to the model rather than to its imitator.

On this occasion the exhibition 
is also endowed with a particular significance for its 
organizers, the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, for it is presented now in that association’s 
Jubilee Year. It is my privilege at this time to hold 
the Presidency of the Society, and to play my part 
as such in helping to further the interests of the 
industry throughout the world. This is a function 
which, in its own sphere, The Autocar has been doing 
for a considerable number of years, and I am glad 
to make this contribution to its columns. 

The British car industry remains a power in the 
export trade of the nation, makes its own essential 
contribution to the defence programme, and labours 
to relieve, so far as it is able, the shortage of vehicles 
on the home market. 

In its shipments of cars to the world in the first 
eight months of this year it achieved the export rate 
of 80 per cent and has earned just over £80 
millions in overseas currency by so doing. The 
rate of output has long been retarded through lack 
of supplies, though manufacturers are thankful that 
they are now able to see the prospect of greater 
availability in the immediate future. Costs remain 
their chief concern, for the days of easy sales have 
disappeared and competition abroad is growing. 

The prescription needed is based upon quite a 
simple formula—greater and more economical output 
coupled with the essential ingredient of an active and 
vigorous overseas sales approach. So far as it rests 
with the industry I am quite sure that their organiz- 
ations will again be more than equal to the task. 
The matter of costs is one inherently dependent upon 
Governmental policies at home and abroad. 

Inevitably our cars cannot for ever be shipped in 
the volume demanded by a buyers’ market, but the 
industry has built up what can and must be a lasting 
trade of substantial proportions. 

The 1952 Motor Show, with the attention it draws 
from buyers in all parts of the world, is a vital shop 
window and sales medium for the furtherance of the 
industry’s export trade.

@ The 2.4 and 3-litre Healeys, Nash-Healey and Aston Martin use trailing arms 
at the front with coil springs. This layout avoids changes of track as the wheels 
rise and fall, and is popular on racing cars. A beam front axle is to be seen in 
conjunction with half-elliptic springs on the front of the A.C. and with a transverse 
leaf spring on the Ford Prefect and Anglia. 


@ Half-elliptic springs still outnumber all others for rear suspension. Most British 
cars have them and nearly all the Americans except Buick. Vauxhalls have an 
unusual type with only three leaves, which are exceptionally wide to restrict body roll. 
On their 34-litre cars, Hotchkiss fit an auxiliary coil spring to stiffen the suspension 
as the load is increased. Rover and Simca obtain a similar effect by extra leaves 
which come into action under full load. 

@ Vertical coil springs are found at the rear on the Aston Martin, Healey 
2.4-‘and 3-litre, Alfa Romeo 1900 and the new Palm Beach Allards. 
@ The new Fiat 1900, like the Fiat 1400, has an J] rear susp using 
coil springs. The axle is attached to two laminated, flexible radius arms and behind 
it is @ transverse compensating rod which locates the axle and gives the suspension 
a substantially constant periodicity regardless of load variations. 


@ Torsion bars have other uses besides suspension; they replace valve springs 
on the Dyna Panhard engine and they hold the luggage locker lid open on the new 
Wolseley. They are found on the rear suspension of the Bristol, Frazer-Nash, 
Lagonda, Javelin, Jupiter and Citroen. 

@ Independent rear suspension is found on only one British car. Lagonda uses 
single wi: Spanning the drive shafts and connectec’ to torsion bars. The 
Renault 750 hds swing axles with coil springs, while the 2-litre Renault Frégate and 
the Lancia Aurelia use semi-trailing wishbones with coil springs. The Hotchkiss- 
Grégoire has independent rear suspension by trailing arms and coil springs in tension. 


Examples of the de Dion axle, which is not an independent layout, are the

@ Power-assisted steering is a new development on American cars. employs

Vacuum servo braking is 
featured on the Jaguar Mark VII and as 
an optional extra on the new Packards. 


@ The pendant brake pedal simplifies 
brake connections. It brings the master 
cylinder up to a moreaccessible position 
on the scuttle and saves space under the 
floor. See them on the Triumph sports, 
Ford Consul and Zephyr, Citroen and 
American Mercury. 


@ Hydraulic brakes are now nearly uni- 
versal. Even where rear brakes are 
operated mechanically there is nearly 
always hydraulic operation for the front 
brakes, which do most of the work. Riley 
has switched to full hydraulic operation 
for 1953. 


@ Two-leading shoe front brakes with 
a separate cylinder for each shoe are 
popular on the fastest British cars, but 
the Jaguar Mark VII servo system 
works a two-trailing shoe arrangement 
which is claimed to be less sensitive to 
temperature changes. 


@ Brake cooling on fast cars is aided by 
drums in which aluminium cooling fins are 
bonded to iron liners. The Fiat 1400 and 
1900 have centrifugal air ducts in the 
drums to cool the brakes and expel water.

@ Rear quarter windows sometimes hinge outwards to act as air extractors and 
ventilating panes on the front windows can often be turned right round to act as air 
scoops during very hot weather. Demisting ducts at the base of the windscreen are 
almost universal on closed cars. 


@ Radio installations are planned by the car designer so that they can be made 
with minimum effort, and an innovation from America is the self-tuning set which 
will automatically bring in the strongest station in the course of a journey. 


@ Twin rear lamps are now normal, with a separate lamp in the centre to illuminate 
the number plate. On American cars such as Lincoln, Mercury and Kaiser, the tail 
lamp assemblies are now enormous, and these big stop and tail lamps are often fitted 
with durable lenses in red plastic. A similar material is used for the Austin Seven 


tail lamp. 


@ To handle the loads placed on the windscreen wiper by modern curved screens, 
some high-class cars now have the Lucas two-speed wiper motor, controlled by 
a resistance in the field circuit. It is self-parking and has a thermostatically 
controlled circuit breaker to prevent damage if it is overloaded. 


@ The latest ignition distributors often have vacuum advance mechanism to supple- 
ment the centrifugal control, and on some American cars ignition systems are completely 
waterproofed. 


@ The Chrysler group products are among the few American cars to use electric 
screenwipers; other United States manufacturers usually employ the suction type 
with a vacuum pump to keep it working steadily despite engine speed variations. 
Vauxhalls use a wiper driven off the engine camshaft. Screen washers are a boon 
on crowded roads in winter and are offered as extras on many cars. 


@ To improve the suspension on pre-war cars, there are some unusual new dampers 
now available. The Andrex and the Telaflo should be inspected. Loose covers for 
seats are another item for renovation of old cars. This year the selection is wider 


than ever. 


A cut-open version of the four-door Morris Minor, with left-hand drive and 800 c.c.

excellent reminder of how much material and workmanship go into the making of a 
quite small car. At a basic price of just over £400 it also shows the customer that the 
motor industry still gives him good value for money by contemporary standards.

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SPLENDID DISPLAY WITH SOME INTERESTING NEW MODELS 


ITH nearly 300 cars, British and foreign, on view at 

Earls Court, and with 57 exhibitors in the car section, 

this year’s stand-to-stand description of the models 
has grown yet bigger. It is, as is customary, complete, and 
only very slight abridgement of the specifications has been 
undertaken where duplication occurs. 


Great Britain is represented by 32 makes of car (this 
figure is, of course, exclusive of the racing car marques in their 
special display). The U.S.A. and Canada have 19 makes, 
the French eight, and Spain one—the notable Pegaso, a 
newcomer to Britain. An interesting, if incidental, figure 
is that of the value of this year’s exhibits, which reaches a 
total of £3,000,000.

NTHUSIASTS view with regret the 
non-appearance of the competition 
D.B.3 Aston Martins, but they neverthe- 
less crowd round this manufacturer’s stand 
to see “VMF 64,” the D.B.2 which won 
its class in such diverse events as the Le 
Mans race, the Production Car race at 
Silverstone and the Tourist Trophy, all in 
1950, and in 1951 the Le Mans race again, 
the Mille Miglia and the Alpine Trial. 
This year the car again excelled itself in the 
Mille Miglia and did well in the Alpine. 
Apart from the beauty and performance of 
these cars interest is provided, for those 
who are fortunate enough to be able to 
afford such a car, by the delivery position. 
Production has been increased following a 
year in which 90 per cent went to fulfil 
export orders, and now the company is to 
pursue a policy of “sensible quotas”’ to the 
home market.

GROWING THE RUBBER 
The Colourful History 





This is the second of a series of 
articles describing the different stages 
in the manufacture of a high-quality 
tyre.

sToRY of the tyre really begins 
I in 1876, when the Colonial 
Office, anxious to share in the 
rubber boom started by Charles 
Goodyear’s discovery of vulcanization, 
sent Sir Henry Wickham — botanist 
and explorer—to obtain as many 
rubber-tree seeds as he could lay his 
hands on in the Amazonian jungles. 
Wickham collected 70,000 seeds and 
commandeered a cargo ship to bring 
them to London. In order to clear the 
ship at the port of Para, he told the 
authorities he was carrying valuable 
botanical specimens that had to be got 
to Kew Gardens before they lost their 
fertility. This was precisely the truth ! 
The port authorities cleared the ship 
and Brazil lost the world monopoly in 
rubber. 

The seeds were successfully 
germinated at Kew, and within a year 
or so young rubber trees were sent to 
Ceylon, Malaya, Borneo and. Java. 
Today the East Indies are studded 
with rubber plantations — and every 
tree is descended from Sir Henry 
Wickham’s original seeds. 

A modern plantation closely 
resembles a vast well-kept orchard, 
except for the fact that a crop of 
low-creeping bean plant is usually

grown between the trees to refertilize 
the soil and prevent soil erosion. To 
take advantage of the cooler part of 
the day the tappers start work at the 
first glimmer of daylight. To start 
the latex running the tapper cuts off a 
thin sliver of bark. A small galvanised 
spout is then inserted at the bottom of 
the cut, below which is hung a 
container to catch the dripping latex. 


Here is a typical scene on the Goodyear rubber plantation in Sumatra. 
Each native tapper tends approximately 300 trees. 


The latex is allowed to run for three 
or four hours before collection in large 
buckets. The daily yield of latex per 
man is about 50 pounds, equal to 
about 17 pounds of dry rubber. The 
buckets are first weighed and then 
emptied into large vats where the 
latex is diluted with water. Acetic or 
formic acid is then added to make the 
rubber coagulate on the surface. The 
rubber is skimmed off in large wet 
slabs and passed through rollers 
which remove the moisture and press 
the rubber into sheets. 

These sheets of rubber are either 
dried in the sun for two or three 
weeks, to form light yellow crepe 
rubber, or they are hung in a 
smoke-house for 48 hours, to form a 
brown rubber of tougher consistency. 
Finally, selected dried rubber is 
packed into bales approximately 
2 cwts. in weight, and shipped to the 
factory near Wolverhampton, where 
Britain’s highest-quality car tyres 
are produced —the Eagle and De 
Luxe by Goodyear.

N the eighteen stands in the coachwork section at 
Earls Court this year there is a display of vehicles 
covering a wide range of types and prices, from the 

small saloons and convertibles, produced in vast numbers 
in the big press shops of the great quantity production body 
builders, to the exclusive limousines costing six or seven 
thousand pounds, which are produced to individual order 
and are sought after by wealthy buyers from all parts of the 
free world, who rightly regard them as the highest expression 
of luxurious road travel. 

Although styles are fairly stabilized, there is a great deal 
of development in detail, particularly in the application of 
hydraulic power to such items as the raising and lowering of 
windows and glass divisions, the raising and lowering of 


convertible tops and even the raising of the luggage locker 
lid. There is also a steady advance in the provision of greater 
unobstructed luggage accommodation by rearrangement of 
the fuel tanks and by finding alternative mountings for the 
spare wheel, which is now often placed in a separate cradle 
below the luggage locker. Radio and heater installations are 
steadily becoming more elaborate, and interior equipment 
includes some of the most lavish and beautifully executed 
examples of modern craftsmanship ever to be seen at the 
Londoa Show.

VERY pocket, every car, every family and every pur-

For the motorist who wants the now-impossible-to- 
find country or seaside cottage there are models that will 
give him more comfort for far less trouble than any olde 
worlde bang-your-head-on-the-beams habitation. More- 
over, if new pastures are an attraction, then the move is as 
easy as the thought that initiates it. 

Nevertheless, the emphasis at this Show is on mobility. 
Almost all the exhibitors are offering either dual purpose 
(living-touring) vans or have decided to produce lightweight 
models designed solely for holiday caravanning. These, of 
course, are of necessity without some of the heavier comfort- 
producing items. Grillers have to take the place of full- 
size ovens, hand water containers save much of the weight 
of tanks and pumps, the absence of a solid fuel stove contri- 
butes to lightness, and a refrigerator is another absentee. 
In this way some of the manufacturers have managed to 
get the ex-works weight down to one hundredweight per 
‘oot. 


Particularly interesting are the ultra-light vans designed 
especially for the owners of small cars. For years this 
market has been sadly neglected by the manufacturers, who 
have been preoccupied with the production of living vans to 
help solve the housing shortage. Many of these ultra-light- 
weights are of the two-berth variety, but some cater for, or 
can accommodate with the aid of lean-to tenting, a family of 
four. Styles vary from tent-trailers (tent camping with the

orthodox models, styled in size and design to keep weight 
down to an absolute minimum. The outcome is that the 
owner of an Eight can now spend the whole of his week- 
end away from bricks and mortar, and need not make one or 
two outward and homeward trips to the country or seaside. 
The slightly larger models, measuring 12ft from front to 
rear, not including the tow pole, give real comfort and can 
be towed easily by a Ten upwards. Care must be taken, 
however, to select one that not only is elegant and sound 
in design, but also has an ex-works weight not exceeding 
approximately 13cwt. 

Except for the use in one or two instances of resin-bonded 
plywood for external walls—and this material has had ample 
trials in other circumstances—there are no new building 
materials being used. Hardboard, properly sealed, is to 
some extent coming back for external walls; in fact, many 
of the older manufacturers refused to depart from it, even 
when the fashionable demand for metal panelling was at 
its height. 

The partial return to hardboard has largely been dictated 
by the fear that the rearmament programme would create 
an acute shortage of aluminium plate. This shortage has, 
however, not been as severe as was expected, with the result 
that aluminium exterior panelling is in many cases standard 
and in others can be incorporated as an extra. 

Ever since the caravan manufacturers started to buila 
vans to ease the housing situation, particular attention has

been paid to insulation—by building double walls, to pre- 
vent condensation and to keep the occupants comfortably 
warm in our rumbustious island weather. This is now 
reflected in almost all the present-day touring vans; even the 
very smallest have these desirable qualities. 

Having provided for warmth, manufacturers are now 
starting to offer refrigerators in the larger models. The 
Englishman’s love of cold drinks—and his inability to pro- 
vide them—is notorious. These small refrigerators, which 
are operated from the butane gas bottle, are most useful, 
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and smaller and lighter models would be much appreciated 
in the smaller touring caravans—especially when foreign 
travel is contemplated. 

A step forward at this Show (but also a move back to 
pre-war practice) is the Fag ees of crockery as standard 
equipment. To have china bearing the mark of the manu- 
facturer gives an air of completeness to any caravan. 

Prices generally have hardened somewhat of late, but a 
well-built British caravan is still very good value for money, 
whether one is buying an ultra-lightweight for £175 or 
spending £1,600 on a coachbuilt 20-footer. Anyway, there 
is much satisfaction these days in buying something on 
which there is practically no purchase tax!

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AUTOMATIC 


ROLLS-ROYCE AND 
HYDRAMATIC 


N order to mect the demand from 

overseas markets Rolls-Royce and 

Bentley cars are now available with 
a fully automatic transmission. This is, 
however, provided with a manual control 
lever working in a quadrant beneath the 
steering wheel, so that the driver has 
finger-tip selection of the gear he desires, 
if he prefers not to rely on the automatic 
control. 

This transmission is available only on 
left-hand drive models and is reserved 
exclusively for export. It is the General 
Motors Hydramatic system, and it has 
been selected by the Rolls-Royce engi- 
neers because, after prolonged tests at 
home and abroad of all the principal trans- 
mission systems, it has proved to be the 
one most nearly meeting their require- 
ments and high standards. In adapting 
it to Rolls-Royce and Bentley cars many 
modifications have been made to suit their 
characteristics. Thus the servo motor for 
the braking system, which is driven from 
the back of the gear box, is incorporated, 
and the standard American practice is 
departed from in the layout of the quad- 
rant for the over-riding manual control. 

The MHydramatic transmission was 
introduced in 1939 and has since then 
been the subject of much development 
work. Basically it remains unchanged in 
its essential mechanical features as des- 
cribed in The Autocar of April 12, 1946, 
but its somewhat complex hydraulic con- 
trols have been greatly improved in order 
to give smoother operation. 

It consists essentially of an hydraulic 
coupling and three epicyclic gear trains, 
one of which is for the purpose of pro- 
viding a reverse gear. Each of the two 
gear trains for forward motion can be 
locked by a multi-plate clutch to give

a direct drive through it Additionally 
the first train can have its sun pinion, and 
the second train its annulus or ring gear, 
held by a friction band operating on a 
drum in order to give a reduction in gear 
ratio. As the two trains are in tandem 
and have different reduction ratios they 
accordingly provide four different gear 
ratios. 

It will be easier to comprehend the 
operation of the transmission as a whole 
if the control mechanism is dealt with 
later and the power flow in the different 
speeds is described first: 

First —The casing of the coup! 
ing is attached to the engine crankshaft 
and is connected to the annulus of the 
first epicyclic train. The sun pinion of 
this train is held from rotating by a band 
applied to a drum attached to the gear 
In consequence the planet carrier is 
caused to rotate at a lower speed than 
that of the crankshaft, the reduction ratio 
being 1.45 to 1. The planet carrier is 
keyed to an intermediate tubular shaft to 
which the impeller of the coupling is 
splined, so that the impeller runs more 
slowly than does the crankshaft, in the 
same ratio. 

The power is transmitted from the im 
peller to the runner, which is splined to 
the mainshaft, and from the mainshaft it 
passes through the sun gear of the second 
epicyclic train which is integral with the

Power flows through the train 
without gear reduction, and the impeller 
rotates at the same speed as the coupling 
casing and crankshaft The second train 
remains in action as for first gear, and 
the total reduction ratio is, therefore, its 
2.634 to 1.

controls. There are in the gear box two 
oil pumps, one of which is of vane type 
and is of variable output by altering the 
eccentricity of its case in relation to the 
vanes. 
Engine-driven Pump 

This pump spigots into the front 
end of the gear case, and the input shaft 
passes through it and drives it, the rotat 
ing vane member being splined to the 
shaft. Accordingly this pump is driven 
by the engine and will come into operation 
when the engine is started. 
At the rear of the box there is a cross 
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shaft driven by skew gears from the out- 
put shaft, and having a gear-type oil pump 
at one end, and at the other end a centri- 
fugal governor. ‘This pump is driven 
only when the car is in motion, through 
the transmission. There are, therefore, 
two sources of oil pressure, one depending 
on engine speed, and the other on car or 
road speed. 

The two friction bands referred to are 
operated by oil pressure in servo units, 
the front servo for the first epicyclic train 
being so arranged that oil pressure applies 
the band, but oil plus spring pressures 
release it. For the rear servo, for the 
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second epicyclic train, the action is the 
opposite, spring plus oil pressures apply- 
ing the band, but oil pressure alone re- 
leasing it. The two multi-disc clutches 
are also controlled by oil pressure. When 
the engine is started the front pump 
delivers oil at a pressure that varies up to 
a maximum of 95 Ib per sq in, and it first 
closes a shuttle valve to prevent oil from 
discharging through the rear pump, which 
is not in operation until the car begins 
to move. The two pumps deliver into 
the same main oil pressure line.

On the left side of the gear case there 
is the hydraulic control unit, consisting of 
a die casting in which are numbers of oil 
passages and small piston valves. Of 
these, the most important are three “ shift 
valves” which control the flow of oil to 
the two brake band servos, and to the two 
clutch units. Two other important valves 
are the throttle valve and the manual con- 
trol valve 

The governor driven from the ouput 
shaft has been mentioned, and to this the 
main oil line passes. The governor has 
two centrifugal weights attached to sliding 
valves, one weight being heavier, and 
therefore operating at lower speed, and 
the lighter weight and its valve at higher 
speed. Thus from the governor two 
distinct pressures are made available, and 
they vary according to road speed 

The throttle valve is linked to the 
throttle pedal, and in operation may be 
regarded as similar to the 
governor except that cen 
trifugal force is replaced 
by a spring, the loading 
of which varies with 
throttle opening Thus 
the main oil pressure 
which is supplied to the 
throttle valve is varied by 
the position of the valve, 
and the more the throttle 
pedal is depressed the 
higher will be the oil 
pressure passing the 
throttle valve. Purpose of 
the manual control valve 
is to direct oil to the 
various shift valves when 
the gear lever is moved 
in its quadrant. It has 
an over-riding action over 
the automatic operation 

When the car is at rest 
and the engine is not rur 
ning there are no ail 
pressures. When the en 
gine is started and the 
gear lever is moved from 
the neutral position, the 
front pump supplies pres 
sure which applies the front band, the 
rear band being spring applied, but at 
idling speed the fluid coupling transmits 
insufficient torque to move the car. As 
the engine is speeded up the coupling 
transmits more torque, the car moves 
from rest, and the rear pump begins to 
supply pressure. In fact, the rear pump 
then takes over the duty of supplying 
pressure for gear changing, and the front 
pump supplies the fluid coupling and the 
lubrication of the box

On a light throttle opening the box will 
change automatically into second gear at 
about 6 m.p.h., into third at about 12 
m.p.h., and into top at about 20 m.p.h 
At full throttle these gear changing speeds 
become about 20, 35 and 66 m.p.h. As 


the car is allowed to slow down, the gears 
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will be automatically changed down, but 
at rather lower speeds than for the upward 
changes for both light and full throttle 
ranges, sO as to avoid unnecessarily fre 
quent gear changes 

Smooth operation is assisted by a regu- 
lator valve, the load on which is given by 
a spring plus oil pressure from the throttle 
valve. This regulator valve controls the 
eccentricity of the vane pump casing, so 
that the output pressure of the pump 
varies with throttle opening, keeping the 
operating pressure on the clutches no 
higher than is just necessary 

While the purely automatic action of 
the Hydramatic transmission is admirably 

ted to some road conditions (for 
example, driving in city traffic), it does not 
always give the response which a skilled 
driver may require. For instance, a driver 
approaching a hairpin bend on a hill in 
third gear may release the throttle and the 
box will then automatically change to top, 
whereas a change to second is required 
Such a change may be obtained, it is true, 
by kick-down action of the throttle, bu 
that may not always meet conditions 
With the over-riding manual control, how 
ever, the driver is always master of the 
box In the conditions mentioned he 
would change down to second manually

Beneath the steering wheel is a small 
lever in a quadrant. In “N” or neutral 
position the engine can be started, but in 
any other position a switch at the bottom 
of the column cuts out the starter. In the 
4, 3 or 2 positions the box will function 
automatically within the ranges | to 4, 
to 3 or 1 to 2 according to the lever posi 
tion. Normally one starts with the lever 
at 4, because the power-weight ratio of 
both the Rolls-Royce and the Bentley 
makes it seldom necessary to select the | 
to 2 range. There is no manual control 
of first gear, but whatever the lever posi- 
tion the car will automatically move 
from rest in first gear and will change up 
automatically 

With the lever at 4 it can be flicked 
from 4 to 3 to give third gear just as the 
driver wishes, e.g., for rapid acceleration 
when overtaking on a hill, and just as 
easily back to 4, the changes being effected 
smoothly and without shock. Similarly, 
the driver can change down to second 
gear and up again when he wishes. Should 
the road speed be too high for a downward 
change it will not take place, however, 
until the road speed drops appropriately 
In the same way a kick-down change 
attempted at too high a road speed will 
have no effect 

While the lever is at 2, then, no upward 
change to third gear can take place, so 
that steep hills can be descended in safety 
and with confidence. The engine can also 
be pressed to its maximum in second gear, 
just as with an ordinary gear box, but this 
is not the case with third gear, because the 
box will change automatically to top when 
the engine reaches its safe limit of r.p.m 

Another useful feature of the transmis- 
sion is that it provides a transmission lock 
to give a spragging effect. If the gear 
lever is moved to the “R”™ or reverse 
position and the engine is then switched 
off, the oil pressure ceases and the spring 
pressure in the second servo is unopposed 
and applies its band, so that the output 
shaft will then be locked. A safety device 
consisting of a blocker plunger, subject to 
oil pressure, prevents the lever from being 
moved into reverse if the forward road 
speed is more than 10 m.p.h., but that 
margin is allowed expressly for “ rocking”

Triumph, which was later modified to use 
the 2-litre overhead-valve power’ unit 
which is used in both the Standard 
Vanguard saloon and the Triumph Re- 
nown The latest addition to the 
Triumph range is a small two-seater 
sports car, and this is also propelled by 
a slightly modified form of Triumph 
engine. Whereas the previous open cars 
had the accent on interior finish and 
equipment, the latest model is produced 
for a different market—one that requires 
a car with performance, if necessary at 
the expense of refinement and equipment. 
This car, then, is designed to provide a 
medium-sized high-performance sports 


car at relatively low cost. To keep costs 
down to an absolute minimum with 
limited production it is necessary to use, 
where possible, parts that are common to 
other models. This is a big advantage. 

As the power unit is a modified 
Triumph Renown engine, well known, it 
is not proposed to describe it in detail, but 
chiefly to refer to modifications that have 
been made to make it more suitable for 
its new job. First, for competition pur- 
poses it is desirable to reduce the engine 
capacity so that it comes within the 2- 
litre class; the present Triumph engine 
is of 2,088 c.c., but the sports engine has 
a capacity of 1,991 c.c. obtained by a reduc- 
tion of the cylinder bore diameter, a very

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simple matter in an engine fitted with 
detachable wet cylinder liners, as it is 
necessary only to substitute liners with a 
smaller bore. The valve gear has been 
modified and uses a conventional arrange- 
ment of two springs per valve held in 
place by a collar and split collets. As used 
in previous models the engine uses a 
form of silent-valve gear whereby only 
the inner valve spring is connected to the 
valve by means of a collar and the outer 
valve spring is held in place by a cap that 
fits on top of the valve stem but is not 
attached to it by means of cotters. The 
camshaft is modified. 

Fuel is supplied by twin carburettors 
on a special manifold, either semi-down- 
draught or downdraught type. Small 
circular silencers are fitted to the car- 
burettor intakes. The exhaust system has 
a four-branch manifold. 

To permit a low bonnet height several 
small modifications have been made to the 
front end of the engine. The cooling fan 
is mounted on and directly driven by the 
crankshaft; this operates in conjunction 
with a special low-mounted radiator. 
Consequently, the radiator top tank is not 
the highest part of the cooling system, 
and the system is filled through a cap 
attached to a casting on the engine. In 
other respects it is standard. With these 
modifications the engine develops 75 
b.h.p at 4,500 r.p.m., running with a com- 
pression ratio of 7 to 1. 

Power is transmitted by a standard 9in 
nine-spring dry single-plate clutch to a 
four-speed gear box. The clutch is 
operated hydraulically by a compact unit 
mounted on the scuttle, which contains 
the master cylinders for both clutch and 
brake operation.

Lockheed hydraulically operated brakes 
are fitted to all four wheels; they are 9in 
diameter and ljin wide. Those at the 
front are of the two-leading shoe type. 
They operate in cast iron alloy drums. A 
centrally mounted fly-off hand brake lever 
mechanically operates the rear brakes. 

The body is a compact sports two- 
seater. It has a pleasing modern line, yet 
is essentially simple, functional, and free 
from frills. It is produced from 20-gauge 
steel.

With the object of reducing weight to 
a minimum, no external luggage locker is 
provided, but there is luggage space 
behind the passenger seat in the compart- 
ment also used for hood stowage. The 
neatly shaped hood is attached to the 
windscreen by a row of fasteners, and the 
screen itself is quickly detachable by un- 
doing four fasteners. It is positioned on 
dovetails, and provision is also made for 
the substitution of aero screens. 

For the body the accent has been on 
functional simplicity. The interior, in- 
cluding the facia panel, is trimmed with 
leather, the tops of the doors are padded 
with rubber, and there is a passenger grab 
handle attached to the scuttle—a very 
desirable feature for any fast car. The 
individual seats are both provided with 
adjustment, and on the central. tunnel 
enclosing the gear box there is a cut- 
away portion, which forms a footrest for 
the driver's left foot—also very desirable. 

The new Triumph is thus a medium- 
sized high-performance sports car that is

AUSTIN-POWERED 


N a relatively short space of time the 
products of the Donald Healey Motor 
Company have built up a reputation 

for high performance and first-class road 
manners.

This latest model 
is powered by the well-known Austin 
A.90 engine, and it has a completely new 
chassis layout which is both more simple 
in design and less expensive to produce 
than the previous models. ‘The car is,

in fact, designed with a view to filling 
a gap that exists in the sports car market, 
particularly in dollar areas where the 
would-be purchaser is given little to 
choose from in the range of cars with 
a maximum speed of around 100 m.p.h 

The engine is very well known and 
consequently will not be described in 
detail. It is of orthodox design with a 
stiff cylinder block and crankcase which 
extends well below the crankshaft centre 
line. A three-bearing crankshaft runs in 
steel-backed white metal bearings, and 
this pattern is also employed for the con 
necting rod big-end bearings The 
gudgeon pin is held in place in the little 
end by means of a pinch bolt. Water 
passages extend the entire length of the 
bore, and ample water spaces are also 
provided around the ports and cylinder 
head 

The combustion chamber is of a some- 
what unusual shape, and the design of 
this part of the engine was carried out 
in collaboration with Weslake and Co., 
Ltd. Fuel is delivered by twin S.U. car 
burettors, and, on the Healey, these are 
fitted with small circular air cleaners. The 
gear box, also of Austin design, is fitted 
with a central remote control change 
mechanism. Also as an optional extra, 
provision is made for the attachment of 
a Laycock de Normanville overdrive unit 
From the gear box a short propeller-shaft 
transmits power to the spiral bevel final 
drive, for which two gear ratios are avail 
able. A 3.66 to 1 ratio is used as standard 
or, if an overdrive unit is fitted, a 4.125 
to 1 ratio is used 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of 
the chassis is the design of the franx 
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structure, and here several requirements 
have to be fulfilled. First, the structure 
must be rigid to ensure good handling 
characteristics; it must also be light in 
weight, simple to produce, and have suffi- 
cient rigidity to enable special coachbuilt 
bodywork to be fitted if desired, although 
the standard production body does con- 
tribute a certain amount of extra stiffness 
to the frame. 

Basically, the frame structure consists 
of two straight 3in square box section 
members placed 17in apart and running 
the entire length of the frame. A box 
section cross member is attached some 
13in from the front of the frame, and to 
this, as well as to the side members, the 
suspension brackets are attached. The 
centre of the frame is stiffened by a box 
section cruciform, and at the rear 
another cross member is attached, also 
of box section but projecting out from 
the side members, on both sides, to forrh 
anchorage points for the rear springs, 
which are placed approximately 38}in 
apart. 

Outriggers are also provided for the 
scuttle mounting attachment points and 
the front mounting points for the rear 
leaf springs; the latter are continued 
through, and are attached to the rear legs 
of the cruciform. A cross member is 
also fitted between the front members 
of the cruciform bracing to support the 
rear end of the power unit. 


Scuttle Stiffness 


One design problem associated with 
open cars is that of scuttle rigidity, as, 
of course, no stiffness can be provided by 
windscreen pillars and roof panels, as in 
a saloon With the Healey this 


problem has been tackled by building the 


scuttle structure as part of the frame; a 
built-up bulkhead unit is, in fact, welded 
to the body mounting supports. It is also 
stiffened by means of a triangulation 
formed by attaching from the top of the 
bulkhead a strut which runs forwards and 
downwards to the front of the chassis 
frame. The floor pressings are dlso 
attached to the chassis frame, and further 
stiffness is provided by the body frame 
members, which are also welded to the 
main frame structure. 

The body shell, which is attached to 
the body frame,.is a composite structure; 
the main panels are produced from 16- 
gauge aluminium, whereas the wings and 
doors are produced from steel. This 
method is adopted to facilitate servicing in 


the event of damage, and is particularly 


suitable for overseas requirements 

Unlike other Healey models, 
employ a trailing link system of front 
suspension and coil springs at the rear, 
the Healey Hundred suspension is by 
wishbones and coil springs at the front 
with suspension dampers arranged 
form the upper wishbone unit. Steerin 
is by a Burman stcering box and oper 
in conjunction with a slave lever mounted 
on the opposite side of the frame and 
normal three-piece track rod arrangeme 
An anti-roll bar is also fitted at the front 
Rear suspension is orthodox in that the 
axle casing tubes are attached by means 
of U-bolts to the two half-elliptic rear 
springs. The chassis frame runs under 
neath the rear axle, and transverse axle 
location is provided by a Panhard rod 
Piston type spring dampers are bolted to 
the frame side members in front of the 
rear axle 

The driving compartment is well ap 
poiated, but, of course, with this type of 
car the accent is on performance and 
utility, and unnecessary frills are avoided 
The facia panel is of painted aluminium, 
and a small plated instrument panel is 
mounted centrally about the steering 
column. The instruments include a 
m.p.h. speedometer, rev counter, 
gauge and combined oil pressure ;

W! TH a range of models which cover 
a wide field and which have all been 
kept up to date, the Austin company may 
be said to be consolidating its position 
Thus there are no radically new models, 
out the A.40 Somerset coupé is an attrac 
tive addition to the range, and a new ver 
sion of the large and comfortable A.135 
Princess and also a Vanden Plas limou 
ine, make their bow at the London Show 
Smallest of the Austins is the Seven, or 
A.30, which aroused so much interest 
when it was announced a year ago.

THE DRIVING TEST 


Detai the Technique Approaching Corners

“NO PARKING” SIGNS 
Should be More Conspicuous

RELIMINARY news of the plans for 
next year’s Le Mans 24-hour race in 
dicates that a rule will come into force 
forbidding any driver from remaining at 
the wheel for more than 80 laps (about 
650 miles) without relief, or for more than 
18 hours in total out of the 24. This is, 
I think, a sensible regulation; although 
we all know that the whole thing can be 
done single-handed, yet I don’t belicv 
that every driver could do it, and the race 
is both too crowded and too important to 
form the scene for individual demonstra- 
tions of this nature. Provision may be 
made for the nomination of a third driver, 
to act as relief in case of illness or injury 
to one of the normal two, and who would 
be allowed to take over only by special 
permission of the stewards 
In 1953 the regulations will once more 
call for the same diameter and width of 
wheel rim to be used at front and back 
of each car. But, unlike last time, larger 
tyres may be fitted to the back wheels; 
the organizers may limit the difference 
between the front and rear tyre sizes, 
but, as the same rims must be fitted, it is 
hardly likely that any great discrepancy 
will arise. The lowest point of the doors 
nust be not more than 60 cm (just under 
2ft) above the ground level (Mercedes, 
please note!), and no fuel tank or spare 
wheel may be placed in what would nor 
mally be the passenger seat of the car
